SIMPLIFIED INCOME 
TAX FORMS USED BY 


MANY TAXPAYERS 


WASHINGTON, March 12.— 


With the incomo tax deadline only 
four days off, hundreds of thou- 
sands of small 
taxpayers 
today 


forsook the mysteries of compli- 
cated returns and signed up on' 
the treasury's new simplified In- 
come tax blank. By next Monday 
night, the total of simple returns 
filed may reach 5,000,000. 


Information reaching tho treas- 


ury from regional collection offices I 
Indicated that approximately half 
of the persons eligible to use the 
simple form were doing so. It can 
bo used by anyone whose gross In- ( 
come was not more than $3,000 and I 
was derived from salaries, wages, 
dividends, interest, rent, annuities 
or royalties. 


In many cases, a person eligible 


to use tho simple form could save 
a few dollars by figuring out the 
regular blank. In other cases, the 
reverse was true. 


Using the simplified blank, the 


taxpayer need only write his name, 
address, income, dependent credit 
and amount of tax. The tax owed 
is shown In a table on the back of 
tho blank.

It isn't suggested that the In- 
dians as a whole would aid a Jap 
anese Invasion, despite their re 
fusal to cooperate with the British 
If freedom isn't granted. Still, the 
mere fact that the natives were 
passive would be a godsend to the 
Nipponese. 
T h e 
Nationalists 


wouldn't be offering resistance to 
the invaders, and they wouldn't be 
working in the arsenals to pro- 
vide the sinews of war for the 
British. 
There's another danger spot up 


on the northwest frontier in the 
region of the famous Khyber Pass 
which leads through the towering 
stone mountains Into Afghanistan. 
Along the frontier live the moham- 
ands and other barbaric tribesmen 
whose main business in life is to 


•make war on the British. I know 


these fellows from tho first-hand 
experience, and they are tough. 


German agents have been work- 
ing on these wild men and pro- 
viding them with arms, with the 
Idea of inspiring an attack against 
the British. Then the inscrutable 
mind of Afghanistan itself is never 
safe to gamble on. 


But of all the threats against 
India, the political difference be- 
tween England and the National- 
ists is by far the most serious. It 
can do untold damage unless it is 
settled immediately, for the Japs 
are going to make hay while the 
Rising Sun shines.
